Ohio farmers are barred 
from growing hemp, a 
crop in the same family as 
marijuana but without the 
intoxicating effects. A bill 
recently introduced in the 
General Assembly would 
change that. 

Senate Bill 57 would 
allow for the cultivation of 
hemp in the Buckeye State 
as long as it contains less 
than 0.3 percent THC, the 
active ingredient in mari- 
juana. Retailers, farmers 
and legislators have ral- 
lied around the proposal, 
hoping that Ohio can cash 
in on a potentially lucra- 
tive emerging market.
